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POLICE have attacked moves to 
scrap live CCTV monitoring in Ely 
and Soham, fearing it could lead 
to a rise in crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
spoke up for the first time this week 
over East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s plan to shelve live coverage. 

Andrew Bartlett, sector inspector for East 
Cambridgeshire Policing Team, told the 
Weekly News he was concerned crime and 
anti-social behaviour could increase as a 
result. His comments echo those of local 
shopkeepers, business owners and residents. 

Mr Bartlett met with council bosses on 
Tuesday to discuss other monitoring systems 
the council could consider. 

But the council insists the changes will lead 
to a more effective service. 

Previously, CCTV was monitored 24-hours a 
day by staff in Cambridge, allowing police in 
Ely to be tipped-off about any suspicious 
behaviour. Footage was also used for con¬ 
victions. 

But the council said it could no longer 
afford the system and has now swapped it for 
a cheaper “flexible monitoring” system, which 
will start on September 1. 

It means cameras will only be filming the 
streets at peak times, but it is not clear when 
those times will be.

Police set sights 
on tackling yobs 


YOBBISH behaviour on Ely’s 
High Barns estate continues 
to cause headaches for local 
residents. 

Police began a clampdown on 
anti-social behaviour and criminal 
damage on the estate in May and 
they say it will continue to remain a 
priority for the next three months. 

Alcohol-fuelled anti-social 
behaviour at Ely Cathedral will also 
continue to be a priority as will 
street drinking in the city centre. 

The issues have been set as the 
Ely Policing Team’s new priorities 
for the next three months following 
the team’s panel meeting last week. 

Andrew Bartlett, sector inspector, 
said: “Residents and business 
representatives in the Ely area have 
had their opportunity to get in¬ 
volved in the decisions surround- 
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ing the policing of their area. 

“The new priorities will see the 
team continue to carry out work on 
anti-social behaviour and criminal 
damage. 

“We want to make Ely a safer 
place for residents and visitors 
alike.” 

Since the last panel meeting 
three months ago, police say 
patrols in and around High Barns 
have been increased and five 
arrests have been made for crim¬ 
inal damage. 

A total of 11 arrests have also 
been made for anti-social behav¬ 
iour and Guardian Awareness 
Programme letters have been 
posted through families’ doors to 
try and reduce criminal activity. 


Where anti-social behaviour in 
the cathedral grounds are con¬ 
cerned, police say 15 arrests have 
been made in the past three 
months, fines have been issued 
and alcohol has been seized. 

Insp Bartlett added: “We have 
had a number of successes over the 
past three months with regards to 
tackling anti-social behaviour and 
criminal damage in the Ely area.” 

In Littleport, traffic issues, 
including the use of mini-motos 
and parking outside schools, and 
drug abuse have been set as the 
main priorities for officers over the 
next three months. 

In villages west of Ely, including 
Stretham, Haddenham and Sutton, 
speeding and other vehicle related 
offences, including dangerous and 
obstructive parking has been set as 
a priority for officers. 
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ECDC ‘compromises’ 
with rates discount

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DISGRUNTLED Ely market traders 
have received a last-minute dis¬ 
count on their charges. 

But they are still not happy, after being 
asked by East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) to pay six months worth of 
rates upfront. 

As reported in the Weekly News last week, 
the authority has increased Saturday 
charges by 58 per cent, despite months of 
campaigning by the traders against the hike. 

All stallholders faced paying £10 a week, 
plus VAT, for their market pitches and stalls - 
and must sign a one-year contract. 

But existing stallholders have now been 
told they will get a 50 per cent reduction on 
the charges for the next six months, followed 
by a 25 per cent reduction in the following 
year. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
council’s community services committee, 
said the decision, made last Thursday, was a 
“compromise” for the traders. 

But some stallholders were unimpressed. 

Chris Davis, a trader on the Saturday craft 
and collectibles market, said: “Some people 
might see this discount as good news for us 
but it isn’t anything to celebrate. 

“Yes, we are going to have to pay less than 
what we were originally going to but we are 
being asked to pay hundreds of pounds 
upfront. There are traders out there who 
simply cannot afford to do this. 

“And why are the council penalising new 
traders too? Shouldn’t they be charging new 
traders even less in order to attract more 
stallholders and give the markets the boost 
that they need?” 

The new charges will pay the cost of 
setting up and taking down stalls at the 
Saturday craft and collectibles and farmers’ 
markets. 

Cllr Cresswell said he was disappointed by 
the traders’ response and added: “We have 
given existing traders this discount to act as a 
compromise and thought it would be 
something they would appreciate. 

“I would also say we have bent over 
backwards for the traders and asking them 
to pay the charges upfront is the council’s 
policy. 

“I would hope traders realise we have 
been as fair as possible, bearing in mind the 
though financial decisions we have had to 
make.” 

Jane Howell, founder of the Support Ely 
Market campaign, said: “This is just typical 
of our district council. I’m sad that it has 
taken so long for them to realise that £5 was 
a more realistic price for traders to pay in the 
first place. 

“I can’t help but feel it’s just their way of 
eventually getting the £10 off them. They’re 
just not listening to what the traders are 
saying.”

Chippie chap wraps up fishy

BUSINESSMAN Mark Petrou 
lives and breathes fish and 
chips. 

The 39-year-old, who owns

But now he has fulfilled a 
life-long ambition by writing a 
book about what he does and 
knows best. 

Fish and Chips-A 
National Treasure is now on 
sale, with thousands of 


copies already having flown 
off the shelves. 

Mr Petrou said: “I was 
born into fish and chips. I 
have batter in my veins. My 
father Steve first opened a 
fish and chip shop in 1968 
and that was where it all 
began. 

“Writing a book about fish 
and chips is something I have 
always wanted to do. 

“Three million portions of 
fish and chips are sold each 
year, it is an industry that 
employs around 60,000 
people and this year fish and 
chips celebrates its 150th 
anniversary as Britain’s 
favourite dish. 

“Everybody loves them and 
that’s why I wanted to write 
about them.” 

Mr Petrou spent 18 months 
researching and writing the 


140-page book, which 
explores everything from the 
history of fish and chips to 
some of his favourite chippies 
in the UK. 

The book is on sale in 
Toppings Bookshop in Ely, in 
local fish and chip 
restaurants and through his 
office. He also revealed he is 
in talks with WH Smith. 

Mr Petrou, who also writes 
regular columns in a number 
of specialist trade magazines, 
said: “The book is an 
extremely in-depth look at a 
fascinating subject but not in 
a way that is too deep. I think 
it is fun and entertaining yet 
really informative.” 

The last book written about 
the dish was in 1971 by 
Gerald Priestley. Mr Petrou’s 
book is priced at £9.99. 


Council defends switch to record-only CCTV system

As a result, police may not be 
aware of any criminal activity 
until it is reported by the 
victim. 

The council also wants to 
introduce a record only system 
from January 1, where cameras 
will be filming but without any 
surveillance. 

Mr Bartlett said: “I am hugely 


concerned by this. This is 
bound to have a real impact on 
criminal activity and especially 
the success in which we can 
deal with that. 

“The previous system was by 
far the best scenario - we had 
ears and eyes on the ground 
constantly. This new system is 
not as effective and means the 
streets are not being monit¬ 
ored. 


“We are lucky in that Ely and 
Soham are relatively safe places 
to live compared to other 
places but I am concerned that 
this could lead to people 
thinking they can get away with 
more.” 

However, Cllr Peter Cress¬ 
well, chairman of the district 
council’s community services 
committee, said the decision 
“had to be made”. 


He said: “As everyone is 
aware we live in very difficult 
financial conditions at present. 
The cost of monitoring from 
Cambridge is too high and we 
can no longer afford it. 

“We have looked at all 
options and agreed to opt for 
record-only instead. We believe 
delivering this service at a local 
level will be much more 
successful.” 


Home sought for 
historic engines 

TWO historic fire engines currently locked 
away in garages are looking for a new home. 

The machines, which could have been 
used in Ely as far back as the 1890s, have 
been stored at Ely Fire Station for decades. 

But fire chiefs say the engines, one of 
which is a red steam engine and the other a 
green hand-operated machine, are “wasted” 
where they are. 

Matt Murdoch, the station’s new manager, 
has asked the City of Ely Council for help in 
find them a new home. 

Keen to ensure the engines stay in the 
area, Ely Museum was asked if it would 
house them, but there is no room. 

But Prickwillow Drainage Engine Museum 
is interested in taking the engines and event¬ 
ually displaying them for members of the 
public to see. 

Paul Dunham, owner of the museum, 
said: “I’m determined to make sure these 
stay in the Ely area. I’ve been to see them 
and they are beautiful machines which are 
so important to East Cambridgeshire. 

“At the moment they’re no use to anyone 
as they’re just standing in garages doing 
nothing. 

“They’d go nicely with our other static 
displays and we are currently working hard 
to make this the case, even if they have to go 
into storage temporarily while we get 
somewhere sorted for them.” 

Mr Dunham said he is also keen to 
include the engines in the museum’s annual 
ploughing festival in October. 

There are also some memorabilia at the 
station, including historic uniforms that Mr 
Dunham is keen to exhibit. 

Mr Murdoch said: "It’s not that we don’t 
want them here anymore. 

“They’re currently tucked away in garages 
at the station and they deserve more than 
that.” 
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A BIRD hotel in 
Cambridgeshire has become 
the first artificial home to be 
used by wild kingfishers. 

The six baby kingfishers 
pictured are being raised in 
Pymoor, the first brood to be 
born in an artificial nest, 
says Natural England. 

Four years ago, local 
farmer Prof Tony Martin 
changed his land from 
arable to a wetland habitat 
with help from Natural 
England’s Higher Level 
Stewardship scheme. 

Dr Nigel Russell, from 


Natural England, said: “A 
pair of kingfishers has 
already arrived and 
successfully raised a brood 
of six fabulous chicks, 
adding a colourful and 
charismatic addition to an 
already impressive 
assemblage of breeding 
wetland birds. 

“This first brood of 
kingfishers is great news for 
a site that was reverted to 
wetland just four years ago. 

“The presence of 
breeding kingfishers is 
recognised as an indicator 


of high-quality wetland 
habitat.” 

The site now boasts more 
than 25 hectares of wet 
grassland, reed beds and 
shingle islands. 

At the heart of this haven 
for birds, the newest 
addition is a carefully sited 
wall, also known as a ‘bird 
hotel’, built to offer bespoke 
nesting sites for select 
guests. 

The wall is peppered with 
nearly 200 entrance holes, 
two of which are specially 
designed for kingfishers. 


Cemetery plans 
moving forward 


PLANS to build a new cemetery 
in Littleport are moving for¬ 
ward. 

A local landowner has offered to sell 
land to Littleport Parish Council, 
although multiple surveys on its suit¬ 
ability are yet to be carried out. 

With space on the village’s existing 
cemetery in Parsons Lane quickly 
running out - a common problem at 
cemeteries across the region - the 
council is now pushing ahead with 
plans for a new one. 

Helen Merrick, assistant clerk at the 
council, said: “Space at the cemetery is 
being used up extremely quickly and we 
know we’ll need to have a new one in 
Littleport in the not too distant future. 

“Bearing in mind it can take around 
two years to establish a new cemetery, 
we are now planning ahead. 
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“A local landowner has offered to sell 
us some land and although some 
people may know where the site is, we 
are not in a position to make it public 
knowledge yet. 

“It would make an ideal site for a new 
cemetery although there are lots of 
surveys to be carried out to confirm 
whether it is suitable or not. 

“If the surveys prove that the land 
would be suitable we would then look 
to submit a planning application.” 

The parish council has just received a 
£10,000 donation for the scheme from 
Sanctuary Hereward following the 
completion of its housing development 
in Wisbech Road.

THREE young men were 
killed in horrific crashes 
over two days last week 
on Cambridgeshire 
roads. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Craig James Bird, 18, who died 
when his silver Peugeot 106 
was in collision with a Toyota 
Hilux at about 4.30pm last 
Thursday.

Chatteris, were both 
pronounced dead at the scene 
last Wednesday evening. 

The brothers leave behind 
mother Rosemary, father Mick, 
sister Abbie and many close 
relatives. 

The family of the brothers 
have said the tragedy will leave 
a “huge hole” in their lives. 

In a statement, the family 
said: “Both Matthew and 
Mitchell were former students 
at Cambridge Regional College 
and were well liked and loved 
by many and will be dearly 
missed. 

“Matthew had just started as 
a volunteer at I-Trust in 
Waterbeach and Mitchell was 
an apprentice with Stagecoach 
in Cambridge. 

“Both boys had a fantastic 
sense of humour, and their 
deaths have left a huge hole in 
our lives and the lives of those 
who knew them. 

“We wish to thank every¬ 
body for their thoughts and 
kind words at this difficult 
time, and ask that the family be 


given time to grieve in peace.” 

More than 275 people have 
also joined a tribute group on 
Facebook, called RIP Mitch and 
Matt Jacobs since the brothers’ 
deaths. 

Friend Frankii Rowden said: 
“RIP Mitchell Jacobs and 
Matthew Jacobs. You both will 
be greatly missed. 

“My thoughts are with your 
family and close friends.” 

Danielle Holley said: “I still 
can’t believe it is true, RIP 
boys.” 

Scott and Chelsie Mitchell, 


friends of the brothers, added: 
“Some angels are just too 
precious to stay.” 

Kris Houghton said: “You’re 
gonna be missed boys. You will 
live on forever in our hearts.” 

Hayley Hills added: “I can’t 
believe this has happened. Two 
great boys have been taken 
away from us. You shall be 
dearly missed. It isn’t going to 
be the same without you.”

Sir, I was interested in your article 
of August 5, Teacher in bid for Tree 
school’. 

These so called Tree schools’ have 
been heralded as something great, 
free from council control and 
interference, free to teach what 
they like, not having any 
curriculum as a basis for their 
teaching, and if their application is 
successful they can start up almost 
immediately. This seems strange to 
me when hundreds of schools are 
having their much-needed 
refurbishment schemes axed by the 
Government. 

These free schools, so called, are 
being funded by taxpayers’ money 
being paid out as a blank cheque 
with no accountability of a return 
for their investment. I look upon 
these free schools as DIY schools 
where those who run them are free 
to do as they like with no one to say 
nay. 

It’s good of Hannah Totman to have 
the initiative to pick up on the 
opportunity to run her own school, 
but what will happen if we get 
hundreds more of these DIY 
schools doing their own thing, 
what will be the overall standard of 
education in this country if only 
left in the control of a collection of 
parents and teachers? 

What needs to be clear is to qualify 
what these schools are about. It’s 
one thing to say they are free to do 
what they like, another to list 
clearly how it will work out in 
practice. 

I assume each will be given money 
for their budget direct from central 
Government. Will they hire and fire 
teaching staff, admin and cleaning 
staff, will they set pay levels, and 
will they ensure they only use 
qualified teachers and not use 
unqualified ones? 

There are a hundred and one 
things they need to explain to the 
public, because it seems unfair to 
me that a proposed new school, at 
Littleport for instance, can be built 
and taken over and run by a 
collection of parents and teachers 
and be up and running by 2012, 
when other schemes already in the 
pipeline have to wait or be axed.

However, by free schools 
permitting children’s and parent’s 
individual initiatives, instead of 
following the existing guidelines 
and syllabuses, the local education 
can be depressed. Also, free 
schools can be socially divisive and 
create a surplus of places which 
can prejudice the efficient use of 
resources. 

In an age of austerity, taxpayers 
should be focusing on realities 
which affect their community and 
not on the dreams of individuals.

Style clash 
at station 
is ‘hideous’

A BOLD new design 
feature at Ely Police 
Station has been 
branded “hideous” 
and “too modern”. 

Residents have criticised 
Cambridgeshire Constab¬ 
ulary over a new extension 
at the front of the building 
in Nutholt Lane. 

As part of a major refurb¬ 
ishment of the 1960s stat¬ 
ion, a new entrance porch 
has been built. 

But locals and passers-by 
say its blue and white wave 
design is not in keeping 
with the rest of the station. 

It comes just weeks after 
the Weekly News reported 
how residents had blasted 
the refurbishment work as a 
“complete waste” of money. 

Tracey Stanton, of High 
Barns, Ely, said: “The first 
thing you see as you turn 
into Nutholt Lane is that 
garish blue and white thing 
above the entrance. 

“Why have they built 
something that is totally out 
of keeping with the rest of 
the building? It’s an old 
building with an ultra-mod¬ 
ern thing slapped on the 


front of it. It’s hideous.” 

David Gordon, from Little 
Thetford, said: “I passed the 
police station the other day 
and couldn’t believe what 
they’ve done to the front of 
it. All you can see is a big 
blue and white logo. 

“It’s far too modern for 
the building and I think it 
looks awful.” 

Andrew Bartlett, sector 
inspector at Ely, added: 
“There will always be some 
people who will complain 
about these things and 
often that is down to 
change. 

“I understand the blue 
and white design feature is 
significantly different to the 
rest of the building but it 
looks bright and attractive. 


“The station is a 1960s 
building and we want to 
make it more modern and 
airy for the benefit of the 
public. 

“This project has been 
extremely well designed and 
I am confident it will look 
great when all the work is 
complete.” 

Builders are still on site 
finishing the refurbishment 
project, which includes a 
new customer service area 
and disabled access facil¬ 
ities. 

The scheme is being 
funded from the force’s 
capital budget and will, 
according to the police, 
enable them to “provide a 
much better service to the 
public”.

It is believed all cases cur¬ 
rently dealt with in Ely could 
be moved to Cambridge if the 
courthouse is shut. 

HMCS is examining prop¬ 
osals to close 103 magist¬ 
rates’ and 54 county courts 
across the country, all of 
which it says are underused 
and inadequate. 

Ministers say the move 
could save around £15.3 
million in running costs each 
year. 

But fears have been raised 
about the impact the move 
would have on local justice, 
with Cambridge’s court 
system already running at 
full capacity and arguments 
against the need for people 
to travel greater distances. 

A public consultation on 
the closures runs until Sept¬ 
ember 15 and residents are 


being urged to speak up now. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “Our magi¬ 
strates’ court is an historic, 
listed building so if it is 
closed it will have no other 
use. 

“Aside from that, local 
justice would not be the 
same. Cambridge courts are 
at full capacity as it is and Ely 
is by no means an underused 
or inadequate courthouse. 

“The council has written to 
HMCS as part of the 
consultation process and I 
would now urge everyone to 
have their say before it is too 
late.”

The City of Ely Council is 
eagerly awaiting delivery of 
the city’s brand new Christ¬ 
mas tree. 

And councillors are confi¬ 
dent there will be no repeat of 
last year’s “unfortunate blip” 
to dampen festive spirits. 

Residents and visitors look¬ 
ed on in shock last November 
when a new artificial, 10m tall 
tree bought for the city’s 
Market Place collapsed in a 
heap. 

Gusts of wind proved to be 
too much for the tree, which 
cost the council around 
£3,000, and the massive 
structure snapped in half. 

The incident happened just 
a day before Her Majesty the 
Queen visit the city for the Ely 
Diocese’s 900th anniversary 
celebrations, leaving comm¬ 


unity leaders red-faced. 

In the end, the council was 
forced to buy a real, locally- 
sourced tree for the city 
centre - something some 
residents insisted should 
have done in the first place. 

But despite the contro¬ 


versy, the authority pressed 
ahead with securing a refund 
and replacing the fake tree, 
insisting it looked better than 
a real one. 

The replacement tree is 
currently being shipped over 
from Taiwan and is expected 


to arrive at the council within 
the next few weeks. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the council’s Christ¬ 
mas Lights Committee, said: 
“Last year’s tree was faulty 
and that was just an unfort¬ 
unate blip. 

“We have since been re¬ 
funded and we have re-ord¬ 
ered one for this year already. 

“In fact, it is currently being 
shipped over from Taiwan as 
we speak. 

“It’s exactly the same as last 
year’s tree, except this time it 
should be able to withstand 
all weather conditions." 

According to the manu¬ 
facturer, the tree should be 
strong enough to stand up 
even in the strongest of 
winds. 

Cllr Hobbs added: “We’re 
really excited to see it and 
even more so to get it up in 
the Market Place again this 
Christmas. 

“There were some people 
who whinged about it last 
year but the majority of 
people agreed it looked 
beautiful.” 


RESIDENTS are being warned to 
be on their guard against dist¬ 
raction burglars following inci¬ 
dents in Soham and Littleport. 

Police issued the warning last 
week following reported incidents 
on Tuesday. 

Two men who said they were 
water board officials called at the 
homes of elderly people in Soham 
and Littleport, claiming they were 
investigating a water leak. 

In Soham, the occupant dis¬ 
covered that £100 was missing 
from a jar after both men left his 
home. 

In Littleport, the men left 
empty-handed after the occupant 
raised the alarm. 

The incidents, between noon 
and 2pm, followed five similar 
incidents in neighbouring Suffolk. 

Descriptions of the two men 
varied slightly, but one was 
described as being about 5ft llin 
tall, with black spiky hair, a 
squeaky voice and wearing a grey 
sweater. The other was about 5ft 
6in, slim with receding hair and 
wearing a grey or tan-coloured 
jumper. 

Police warned householders to 
take extra care when answering 
the door and not to allow any 
callers into their homes without 
being certain of their identity.

City running 
low on space 

at cemetery 


BURIAL space at Ely Cemet¬ 
ery is running out. 

The city’s cemetery could be full in 
eight years time, according to the 
City of Ely Council. 

The authority, which runs the 
cemetery, has now written to Jim 
Paice, MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, asking him for “guid¬ 
ance” on finding more space. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, former mayor, 
said: “Eight years may seem like a 
long way away, but it is not. 

“Space is running out and certainly 
within 10 years’ time, the cemetery at 
Beech Lane will be full. 

“It may seem premature but we 
need to act now to make sure we 
have plans in place for the future.” 

The cemetery used to be owned by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
but the city council took it over in the 
early 1990s. 

Around three years ago, it won an 
award after judges hailed it one of the 
best-kept cemeteries in the country. 

Although not overcrowded, coun-

cillors say burial space is being 
“quickly” used up. 

Cllr Hobbs said there are three 
options being investigated. 

He said: “It is Government policy 
that burial space cannot be re-used if 
it less than 100-years-old. 

“That is why we have written to Mr 
Paice for his guidance on the 
Government guidelines and where 
we go from there. 

“The three options are re-burying 
on old land in the cemetery, 
extending the cemetery to make way 
for more space or finding a new piece 
of land. 

“This is something that all councils 
have to deal with and being the 
proactive council that we are, we just 
want to be ahead of the game.” 

A spokeswoman for Mr Paice 
confirmed the council’s letter had 
been received and that the issue was 
being “looked into”.

He was also fined £100, ordered to pay 
£35 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 


Waders flock to new wetland 


A NEW habitat created to 
draw more wading birds 
to the region is proving a 
huge hit. 

Experts at the Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust in 
Welney say they are stun¬ 
ned by the number of 
different birds turning up 
there to breed. 

In 2008, just five pairs 
of lapwing bred on the 
former arable fields just 
beside the Ouse Washes. 

This year, 67 breeding 
pairs of waders have been 
recorded in the same area, 
including lapwing, 
redshank, little ringed 
plover and avocet. 


With the support of the 
Environment Agency and 
Natural England, WWT 
converted the two areas of 
farmland to wet grassland 
over two years, creating an 
ideal habitat for the birds. 

The new habitat covers 
nearly 80 hectares, all 
visible from the cafe at the 
centre. 

Leigh Marshall, reserve 
manager at the centre, 
said: “That the birds have 
turned up in such huge 
numbers just goes to show 
that there’s a real demand 
for this type of habitat. 

“Many farms once in¬ 
cluded wet fields like 


these but it is estimated 
about 45 per cent were 
drained over the 20th 
century which has unden- 
iably had an effect on 
wader numbers around 
the country. 

“Our neighbouring 
farmers have been really 
supportive, providing 
livestock to graze the area 
which has kept the grass 
in tip top condition for the 
birds.” 

A total of 33 pairs of 
lapwing, 29 pairs of 
redshank, 3 pairs of avocet 
and two pairs of little 
ringed plover have been 
recorded on the site.

The big film 


THE SORCERER’S APPRENTICE (PG, 109 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. Jay Baruchel, Nicolas 
Cage, Alfred Molina, Teresa Palmer, Toby Kebbell, 
Monica Bellucci, Alice Krige, Omar Benson Miller, 
Jake Cherry.

FIALFWAY through Jon Turteltaub’s fast-paced yarn, 
the eponymous hero calls upon what little magical 
knowledge he possesses to command an army of 
mops to clean his secret hideaway. 

It only takes a couple of notes of Paul Dukas’s 
rhythmic orchestral work, featured most famously in 
the Disney animation Fantasia, for us to realise that 
enchanted cleaning tools and endless buckets of 
sloshing water are a recipe for disaster, or a sizeable 
insurance claim. 

Like so much in the film, this well-orchestrated scene 
promises copious tongue-in-cheek thrills but doesn’t 
quite deliver. 

Certainly, Turteltaub’s film has its pleasures, including 
a Chinatown dragon on poles that morphs into an 
actual mythical beastie that rampages through the New 
York district. Flowever, the screenwriters’ weak potion 
of family-friendly action, comedy and romance doesn’t 
linger in the memory for long. 

Harry Potter’s wand won’t be trembling in his hand. 

As a boy, Dave Stutler (Cherry) wanders into the 
Arcana Cabana antiques store and has a strange 
conversation with its owner, Balthazar Blake (Cage), 
who reveals that the youngster is to become a great 
wizard - the Prime Merlinian - and defeat the forces of 
evil under the control of evil Morgana Le Fay (Krige). 
Before Balthazar can begin the youngster’s tuition, 
dastardly rival Maxim Horvath (Molina) intervenes and 



a fight ensues, trapping both sorcerers inside a 
magical urn. 

Ten years later to the day, Dave (now played by 
Baruchel) is a brilliant physics student with an 
unrequited crush on pretty classmate Becky (Palmer). 
Balthazar and Maxim finally escape their pottery 
purgatory and both men race to track down Dave, who 
possesses an enchanted Russian doll that imprisons 
Morgana for all eternity. 

Thankfully, Dave has Balthazar to protect him while he 
learns the basics of sorcery. 

So Maxim takes his own apprentice, world famous 
illusionist Drake Stone (Kebbell), and together they plot 
Morgana’s resurrection. 

The Sorcerer’s Apprentice opens with a prologue set 
in Britain 740AD that sketches the legend of Merlin and 
his three apprentices before fast-forwarding to the 
21 st century Big Apple. 

Turteltaub’s film certainly isn’t complicated - you 
won’t need to cast a spell of clairvoyance to foresee 
how Dave’s journey ends - nor to recognise the 
potential opening for a sequel.

GARDENING 


Bring the Med in 
with some gravel 


H OSEPIPE bans, parched 
grass and withering 
plants during the heat 
of summer make gravel 
gardens seem all the more 
tempting. 

In fact, making a gravel 
garden is pretty easy if you 
choose Mediterranean-style 
plants including lavender, 
euphorbias, cistus, santolina 
and phlomis, which provide 
plenty of nectar and pollen for 
visiting insects. 

Gardens of grasses, smaller 
plants or natives from rocky 
hillsides are well suited to a 
gravel garden. Succulents also 
like a gritty soil. 

Once established, a gravel 
garden featuring drought- 
tolerant plants such as 
phormium, blue grass, iris, 
alpine pinks and sempervivum 
needs almost no maintenance. 

Ideally, you need a sunny, 
well-drained spot with 
predominantly sandy soil. If 
you have heavy clay soil add 
plenty of organic matter before 
you start to help improve 
drainage. 

Gravel is an ideal 
background for bright flowers, 
but paler whites and yellows 
can look insipid. One

downside is that self-seeding 
plants (such as eryngiums and 
some geraniums) can become 
a problem because gravel is 
perfect for seedlings. 

Lay landscape fabric over 
the soil, before you add the 
gravel, to stop weeds and help 
prevent the plants self- 
seeding. Cut slits in the fabric 
which are large enough to take 
the root ball of the plants. 

There’s a wealth of choice in 
grades and colour of gravel, 
but make sure you choose one 
which is going to fit in with the 
colour of your garden stone or 
bricks and style of your home. 

Medium-grade gravels tend 
to be easier to walk on than 
smaller grades, rounded pea 
shingle or large cobbles. If cats 
are a problem in your garden, 
they may be put off by larger 


grades of gravel. 

There’s a surprisingly wide 
choice of plants that will 
survive and thrive in a well- 
drained gravel garden in a 
sunny spot, including alliums, 
ceanothus, salvia, lavender, 
rosemary, thyme, echinops, 
nepeta and cosmos, as well as 
a variety of ornamental 
grasses. A comprehensive list 
can be found on the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s website 
at www.rhs.org.uk 

Gravel gardens are low- 
maintenance but you will have 
to weed thoroughly in the first 
couple of years, while young 
plants are trying to establish. 
Once they are big enough they 
should suppress most weeds 
naturally. Remove spent flower 
stalks in the autumn or, if left 
over winter for architectural 
effect, in early spring. 

Helianthemums, cistus and 
sages will give your garden a 
Mediterranean feel, while 
succulents and ice plants, 
coupled with some lovely 
grasses, create a more coastal 
look. 

Whatever else you do, make 
the garden fit into the larger 
environment. Use some larger 
rocks, pieces of wood or big

old stumps to create focal 
points. 

Many gravel gardens 
inevitably have a path 
embedded into them, so that 
residents don’t drag the gravel 
into the house on their feet. 
Many end up using railway 
sleepers, bedded into the 
gravel, to make attractive, 
informal paths. 

Decide how you want to use 
the garden before siting the 
path. Do you want it to feel like 
one large space or several 
small areas, do you want the 
path to meander or would you 
rather it lead directly to the 


destination? Once your gravel 
garden is established, you may 
never worry again about a 
hosepipe ban. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Gaillardia (Blanket flower) 

Stunning daisy-like flowers 
in red or orange, tipped with 
yellow or gold and measuring 
up to 10cm (4in) across make a 
welcome splash of colour in 
the herbaceous borders at this 
time of year. The flowers 
emerge from early summer 
and can last until autumn if 
you deadhead them regularly. 
They also make ideal cut 


blooms. The type you’re most 
likely to come across are 
hybrids bred from G. aristata 
and G. pulchella, both from 
the dry, sunny prairies of North 
America. They love sunny, 
well-drained borders and 
thrive in sandy soils. 

Good varieties include 
‘Dazzler’, which produces big 
flowers with a red centre and 
orange edge, or ‘Wirral Flame’, 
which has dark red flowers 
with a yellow tip. Cut them 
down to ground level in the 
autumn, after flowering has 
finished, and divide clumps 
every three years.

Students should also 
factor-in a lot of carrying 
space, warns Tumbridge, 
because several times a 
year many will make a 
lengthy pilgrimage from 
home to campus and back 
again carrying several 
weeks’ dirty washing. 

“That’s on top of the 
very first run to university, 
when the car will need to 
ferry literally everything 
they own - including 
duvets, ironing boards, 
large inflatables, and even 
lava lamps. 

“Reliability will also be a 
prime requirement, 
especially for the regular 
road trips to events 
ranging from Hogmanay 
in Scotland to the 
Glastonbury festival,” 
Tumbridge adds. 

With all those factors in 
mind, here’s three other 
cars to consider that 
Tumbridge reckons will 
give good all-round 


student service. 

“The Rover 25 has a 1.1- 
litre engine, and a nine- 
year-old example with 
mileage as low as 35,000 - 
remember, a lot were 
bought by older, more 
sedate drivers - can be 
found for around £1,700 to 
£ 2 , 000 . 

“A Seat Ibiza is much 
cooler, though, and the 1.2 
petrol version is in low 
insurance groups, and a 
2002 model, with average 
mileage of 60,000, will cost 
from £2,100 to £2,800.” 

And, while a Kia Rio is 
rare, states Tumbridge, any 
student who can find one 
from 2005 on will be 
getting a sound buy, even 
though the price will be 
upwards of £3,000. 

“Size-wise, the Rio is 
bigger than a Picanto or 
the Ford Ka, but smaller 
than a Ford Focus or 
Vauxhall Astra, so it is ideal 
for campus needs.”

3. Settle for delivery mid-September, 
or even later 

It’s great to have the fun of driving a new 
car, fresh on the day that the plate 
changes. 

But unless you really need to get one-up 
on your work-mates or neighbours, it’s 
wiser to delay delivery for a couple of 
weeks. Typically, more new cars join the 
UK’s roads on September 1 than at any 
other day of the year except for March 1, 
which marks the first of the annual plate 
changes. 

Even with the best-laid plans, dealers 
can struggle to deliver so many cars at 
once. So, for a more leisurely handover 
and an immaculately checked and 
cleaned car, leave it until later. And, 
looking ahead, all those cars will need 
servicing at about the same time and, after 
three years, will be due a MoT test, too. 
There’s even a chance that the dealer will 
reward you with a keener price than he or 
she would give for Sept 1 delivery. 

4. Get an in-demand car, cheaper or 
quicker
